T u e s d a y , April 15.

fident of the United States, to caufe the 
ports and harbours of New-York, to be bet­ 
ter fortiiird and prote&ed. 


Mr. Sinilie oppofed the motion. 
M>. D. R . William«, moved to amend the 
motion, by inferting Charlelion after Ncw- 
York. 


Mr. Eppes moved to infert Norfolk. 
Mr. Early to iufert New-Orlrans. 
Mr. R» Nelfon to infert Baltimore. 
M r. Macgruder moved to infert George­ 
town, 011 the Puton.ack. This railed a gene­ 
ral laugh. 


Mr. Q^incey (Maflachufetts). Mr. Chair- 
men, gentlemen leeir. difpofcd to treat tin? 
fubjeft lightly, and to indulge theinfclves in 
plealantries, on a quefiion very ferious to the 
commercial cities, and to the intereits of thole 
who inhabit them. 
It may be fport to you, 
gentlemen, but it is death to ui. 
However 
well d ilpofed a majority of this houfe may be, I 
to treat this bill ludicroufly, it will fill great 
and influential portions of this nation with 
very different fentiments. 
Men, who have 
all that human nature holds dear— friends, 
fortunes, and families, concentrated in one 
Tingle fpot, on the fea-coaft ; and that fpot, 
expofed every moment to be plundered and 
dtl'olatcd, will not highly relifli or prize at 
an extreme value, the wit, or the levity, with 
which this houfe feems inclined to treat the 
dangers which threaten them ; and which 
are fources to them of great and juft appre- 
henfions. I do not rife, Mr. Chairman, mere­ 
ly to fupport the motion made by the gentle­ 
man from New-York. 
It is not the fortifi- 
cation of this or that particular city, which 
1 mean to advocate* 
1 ihooUPhave preferred 
a general appropriation, leaving it to the dif- 
cretion of the executive to apply it to thofe 
ports and harbours, whith are either moil 
expofed, or moft important. 
And if by any 
; tiling that null occur in the courfe of the 
difcuifun, 
the houfe flull be induced to 
change, what at prefent feems to be its dif- 
poiiticn, 1 hope the augmented appropriation 
will be made in that form, 
it is to the ge­ 
net a I duty which is incumbent upon this le- 
gidature to proteft the commercial cities, 
that 1 would call it* attention. 
This duty 
is fo plain and imperious, that in my opinion, 
an awful weight of rrfponfibility reds upon 
this houfe. Every clai's and colle&ion of citi­ 
zens have a right to claim from government, 
t'uat iprcies of prote&ion which their fitua- 
tion requires in proportion to tiieir expofure, 
and to the greatnefs of th<* ftake which fo- 
ciety has in their fafetf. 
Our obligation to 
protedl the commercial cities does not refult 
from tbe particular exigency which at pre- 
fint impends over our nation ; but from the 
nature of thofe cities. 
The duty is perma­ 
nent and ought to be fulfilled by a perma­ 
nent fyflem. 
A regular courfs^of annual ap­ 
propriation* may in a very tew years put all 
our capital cities in a lUte of reufonable ie- 
curity, and at no very diflaut period of time, 
vtiihout any additional iw[. hvioii, 011 ;hc 


people, give every city on our coaft an adc* 
quate defence. 
It it in this light that I coni 
iider the queftion now before the committed 
to be important. 
H ot that any fum which 
may be inferted will be immediately fuficient 
for all the objeA* for which we have to pro» 
vide. 
But that any augmentation of the ap­ 
propriation will be a pledge to the nation of 
the difpofition of this houfe, to commence % 
fyftein of defence for our cities* 
Ànj evU 
dence of which will give jiift fati*f»ftion to 
great mafles c? your citisen* ; «• an appear* 
ance o f a want of it, will fill them with no 
lefs difcontent and difmaf. 
In thi» point o£ 
view I aie the indulgence of the commute» 
to a few obfervations on tbe importance d 
fortifications, their utili y,and practicability* 
A i to the importance of the objefts, fofr 
which w e afic a defence, it feemi to me eU 
ther not underftood, or not realised. 
AI moil 
all who have fpoken upon the fubj -ft havo 
dwelt chiefly, if not altogether« on the a* 
mount of revenue, drawn from the commer* 
ci«I cities : as if their value was to be eppre* 
ciated, and our duty to defend theln me a fur-*, 
ed by the annual pu>du& they yield. 
T h i i 
it is true, makes a natural part of the eflu 
mate of their worth, but as 1 apprehend, bp 
no mean* the mod important. 
Their fitufc* 
tion, 
the numbtr of their inhabitants, tht 
great portion of the a&ive and fixed capital 
of lociety, which they contain, are in a na* 
iioual view, ftandurds, much more jud and 
more elevated, by which to afcn tbin their 
value and our obligations. 
I ¿fie, fir, what 
is the amount of the capital of this nation, 
which is inverted in the fingle city of New* 
Y ork ? The annual produft it yields to out 
revenue, is three millions of dollars.— Not# 
fuppofc the average of import duties is only 
ten per cent, ad valorem (a fum certainly 
below the real average) the annual amount 
of capital depofited in import*, is then thirty 
millions of dollars. 
The amount of value» 
in exports cannot be eftimatrd at lefs than 
twenty millions. 
I f to thefe be added th# 
capital of its banks, the amount of (lock al­ 
ways on hand, that of its (hipping and othetf 
perfonal property, all of which no one can 
rate below another fifty millions, the refult 
is, that there is in annual dépolit, within thé 
city of N ew-York alone, of one hundred miU 
lions of tbe active capital o f this nation»— I 
know how far this is below the real elhmate* 
but I (late this fum that no one may hefitste 
to admit my pofition. 
1 a£k then, what is it 
worth to infure this fum agaiuit the ri(k ot 
an invaiion, not on calculations on the great 
national fcale, but on a mere infurance otfico 
arithmetic i 
I h«ve been told that to enfure 
that city againrt fuch a liik, for one (ingld 
year of war with one of tbe great maritime 
nations of Europe, would be worth five pef 
cent. 
That is the insurance for a single yeat 
of war would repay tbe expence of fortijica- 
tions, even should they cost five millions o f 
dollars. 
But fuppole this calculation extra« 
vagant, can any one doubt that luch an in-« 
furance in time of peace, againrt the doubla 
rifle of war and of attack in cafe of war, is 
worth one half per cent ? Even at this pre­ 
mium, fix years of infurance, in time of 
peace, would repay the expenditure of threo 
millions. 
A fum more than adequate to tho 
defence of that city. 
In making this rtate- 
ment, I would not be underftood to pretend 
nor to propofe fuch an appropriation— it it 
not aflced. — M y obje& is to call gentle« 
men 
to 
conftder, 
what 
is 
the 
market 
worth 
of fecurity, 
and 
that 
they 
may 
not deem the monies they apply to thefe 
obje&i— as they feem willing to deem them 
— abfolutely thrown »way. 
This great mafi 
of the national 
wealth, thus cohcentrat* 
ed on the bank of one of the mort expofed 
harbours in the world, is liable to the infult 
and depredation of the moil defpicable force* 
T w o feventy four gun fliips may, at this mo* 
in-nt, lsy that city under contribution, or i a 
aihes altogether with impunity. T h ey might 
make it the intereA of the inhabitants of that 
city, to pay an amount equal tothe whole annu* 
al revenue we derive from tt( rather than lub« 
» it to the hazard and miferies of bombard* 
nient and conflagration. 
For in fuch cafe» 
the mere deftru&ion of property is but an 
item in the.accountof anticipated misfortune# 
The (hock to credit, the univei fal flagnation 
of bufinefs, the ^terror fpread through ever/ 
clafs, age and fex, the thoufands who havo 
no refuge in the country, but mud take th« 
fat-, and be buried under the ruins o f tbeir 
city ; all thefe circumrtances Would entef 
into coniiderstion and make the pecuniary 
facriCce, however great, appear trifling, ift 
companion. 
I have ufed the city of New* 
Y oik only by way of example. 
The fsm# 
obfervations are applicable to *very other 
comnif rcial city, in the United Statc«| iB 
proportion to its magnitude and the oatur* 
of its fituation.

This railed a gene­ 
ral laugh. 
M 1. Qnincey ( Maffachufetti). Mr. Chair* 
men, gentlemen item difpofed to treat this 
fubj<»& lightly, and to indulge thetnfelves in 
plealantrtfS, on a quefiiou very ferious to the 
commercial cities, and to the interest of thofe 
who inhabit them. 
It may be (port to you, 
gentlemen, but it is death to us. 
However 
well difpofed a majority of this houfe may be, 
to treat this bill lu d icro u s, it will fill great 
anti influential portions ot this nation with 
very different fentimenti. 
Men, who have 
all that human nature holds dear— friends, 
fortunes, and families, concentrated in one 
Tingle fpot, on the fea-coalt ; and that fpot, 
expofed every moment to be plundered and 
driolated, will not highly rebill or prize at 
an extreme value, the wit, or the levity, with 
which this houfe Teems inclined to treat the 
dangers which threaten them ; and which 
are fources to them of great and jult appre- 
henfioni. I do not rife, Mr. Chairman, Blere* 
I ly to (apport the motion made by ihegrntle- 
nian from New-York. 
It is not the fortifi. 
cation of this or that particular city, which 
I mean to advocate. 
I flioold'have preferred 
a general appropriation, leaving it to the cliT- 
cretion of the executive to appiy it to thofe 
ports and harbours, which are either mod 
expofed, or mod important. 
And if by any 
thing that (lull od or in the courft of the 
difculfuii, 
the houfe (hall be induced to 
change, what at prcfent Teems to be its dif- 
pofttion, I hope the augmented appropriation 
will be made in that form. 
It is to the ge­ 
net si duty which is incumbent upon this Ie- 
gill attire to protect the commercial cities, 
that I would call its attention. 
This duty 
is fo plain and imperious, that iii my opinion, 
an awful weight of refponfiotlity reds upon 
this houfe. Every dais and colledlion of citi­ 
zens have a right to claim from government, 
that fprcies ol protection which their f i x a ­ 
tion requires in proportion to their rxpofurr, 
and to the greatnefs of the Hake which fo­ 
ciety has i i i their fafetf. 
Our obligation to 
protect the commercial cities does not refute 
from the particular exigency which at pre- 
fem impends over our nation ; but bom the 
nature of thofe cities. 
The duty is perms* 
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people, give every city on our coaft an ade* 
quale defence. 
It it in this light that I con* 
Ider the quedion now before the committee 
to be important. 
Not that any bim which 
may be inferted will be immediately fuficicnt 
for xii the object for which we have us pro­ 
vide. 
But that any augmentation of the ap- 
(k^riition will be a pledge to the nation of 
the difpofition of this houfe. to commerce rn 
lydrm of defence for our cities. 
Any evi* 
lienee of which will give jud fatiafiftion to 
great made* r f your cititeni \ as an appear* 
anet of a want of it, will fill them with no 
!cf« difcontcnt and difm*y. 
In this point of 
view I ait the indulgence of the committee 
to a few obfervations on the importance of 
fortifications, their uttli y, and practicability. 
As to the importance of the objects, for 
which we aik; a defence, it Gems to me el* 
tiler not underdood, or not realiS d. Almoin 
all who have fpoken upon the tub]-A have 
dwelt chiefly, if not altogether* on the a* 
mount of revenue, drawn from the commer* 
ci«l citici : as if their value was to be appre­ 
ciated, and our duty to defend them meafur* 
rd by the annual pioduA they yield* 
Thii 
it is true, snakes a natural part of ihe elU* 
mate of their worth, but as I apprehend, b f 
no meant the mod important. 
Their Titus* 
tion, the number of their inhabitintt, th* 
great portion of the a&ive and fix-d capital 
ot lociety, which they contain, are in a na* 
1 louis I view, bandaid*, much more juft and 
more elevated, by which to »fc fru in their 
value and our obligations. 
I *fic, fir, what 
is the amount of the capital of this nation, 
which is invefled iii the Tingle city of New* 
\ ork ? The annual product it yields to our 
revenue, is three millions of dollars.— Nos# 
luppofc the average of import dutiei Ii only 
ten per cent, ad valorem (a fum certainly 
below the real average) the annual amount 
ol capital depofited in imports, ii then thirty 
millions of dollars. 
The amount of value* 
in exports cannot be ertimatrd at lefs than 
twenty millions. 
I f to thrfe be added th# 
capital of its banks, the amount of (lock a1* 
way* on hand, that of its (hipping and other 
pc i ion a I property, all of which no ole can 
rate below another fifty millions, the refute 
is, that there is in annual depofit. within th# 
city ot New-York alone, of one hundred mil* 
lions of the active capital of this nation. — I 
know how tar this is below the real ciliolate, 
hut I date this fum that no one may hefitato 
to admit my portion. 
I a(k then, what ii it 
worth to infure this fum nguni! the rife of 
an tnvafion, not on calculations on the great 
national bale, but on a mere iofurance oilier 
arithmetic I I have been told that to cnfura 
that city againft fuch a rilk, for one ling I* 
year of war with one ol the great maritime 
nations of Europe, would be worth five per 
cent. That is the insurance for a single year 
of war would repay the expence of f o r t jc a - 
finns, even should they cost fv c millions o f 
dollars. 
But (uppofe this calculation ext!#* 
vaganr, can any one doubt that fuch an in* 
lurance in time of peace, againrt the double 
rife of war and of stu c k in cafe of w*r, it 
worth one half per cent I Even at this pre­ 
mium, (ix year* of infurance, in time of 
peace, would repay the expenditure of thre# 
million*. 
A fum more than adequate to tho 
defence of that city. 
In making this rtate- 
ment, I would not be underdood to pretend 
nor to propofe luch an appropriation—.it is 
not afesd. — My objeA 
i i to call gentle­ 
men 
to confider, 
what is 
the 
market 
worth 
of fecurity, and that they may 
not deem the monies they apply to thefe 
objeAt«»2s they feem willing to deem them 
— ablolutely thrown »w«y. 
This great rnafi 
of the national 
wealth, thus epicentral* 
rd on the bank of one of the moll expofed 
harbours in the world, is liable to the infult 
and depredation of the mort defpicable force* 
I wo ieventy four gun (hips may, at this mo* 
rn^nt, lay that city under contribution, or ia 
alhet altogether with impunity. They might 
make it the interefl of the inhabitants of that 
city, to pay an amount equal to the whole annu­ 
al revenue we derive from it, rather than iub- 
niit to the hazard and miferi^s of bombard* 
merit and conflagration. 
For in fuch cafe* 
the mere dertrudtion of property is but an

m *n lh® account of anticipated misfortune# 
I he fiiock to credit, the univetfal ^agnation

It is true, fir, to men who inhabit 
the white bills of Ncw-H*mpaiire. or the 
Blue Ridge of Virginia, wotbing can appear 
more abfolutely uielefs than the appropria- 
tions for the defence of the fea-coafl:. 
In 
this, as in all other cafes, men reafon very 
cooly and philofophically concerning dan­ 
gers to which they are not themfeUes fub- 
jeft. All men, for the mod part, b«ar with 
wonderful compofure the misfortunes of other 
ptople. 
And, if called to contribute to their 
relief, they are fure to find in the cold fug- 
gedions of economy, enough apologies for 
failure in their fucial duties* 
*1 he beft cri­ 
terion of the utility of fortificatioua is the 
pra^lice and experience of other nations.— 
Now, I aik, was there ever a nation which 
did not defend their great commercial de- 
pofits, by either land fortificationi, or fca 
batteries ? All hiftory does not exhibit fuch 
an inftance. 
Are we wifer theu, than all 
other nations ; or are we lefs expofcd than 
they ? Ara we alone lo efcape the common 
lot of humiinity ? Can we expeft to be rich, 
ind not tempt the Ipirit of avarice Ì Tobede- 
fencelefs amid armed pirates, and in no dan­ 
ger of robbery or infiliti I aflc, again, fir, 
how is the utility of fortifitations proved ? 
' Suppofe, for the fvike of argument, it ftould 
bé admitted, which, however, I deny, that 
they cannot be ereAtd in fuCBcient force to 
d'*ieit very great armaments ; 
yet is it 
uothinpr to prevent the piratical attempts of 
fingle (hips ? Is it nothing to deter an in­ 
vader ? Nothing, even to delay an attack ? 
Is it worth nothing to have the chance cf 
crippling an aifailant ? The only argument 
I have heard urged againU the utility of for­ 
tifications, is, that the whole coast cannot be 
ybrn/i«/, fo that, proteft as (\rongly as you 
will particular points, the invader will land 
fomewhere rife. 
Sir, this is the very objc¿\ 
of fortifications. 
l 5o man ever thought of 
building a Chinefe wall along all the inden­ 
tations of our ihore from St. M ary’s to the 
St. Croix. 
The true object of fortifications 
It to oblige your enemies to h>nd ; it is to 
keep them at arm’s length. 
If they cannot 
veach your cities wiih their batteries, and 
would attack, they muft come on (hore. 
They are then only a land forcr, and our 
militia will find no d ffirnlty to give a good 
account of them. 
The only remaining evi­ 
dence in the poffriTion of «this houfs agi»inft 
the utility of fni tifications, are the opinions 
of vaiious gentlemen« ddtvered on this floQr, 
and that of the fccretary of war, as ilated in 
liis report. 
A» to the former, thfy certainly 
do not merit a feriaus refutation, becanfe nu 
gentleman who has fpoken, has pretended to 
a practical or even theoretical knowledge of 
the fubj»-A ; but on the contrary, moO, if 
not all of them, have candidly confcffctl ihtir 
ignorance. 
It is of more importance to con- 
fidtr the opinion of the Jec*ctary of w«r. 
That pürt of his report v/hich relates to the 
h ’irboup ofNcw-Yoik contains hii general 
opinion, againl\ the prafticabiUty of defend­
